"Not many children now prize an edu- 


cation as we did in the olden times, and 
not many are excited to that enthusiasm 
that made the poor country boy a fanatic 
in the matter of gaining Information. I 
can remember when I was a boy of 9 or 
10 of taking my little wagon with its 
wheels cut out of a thick plank, home 
made in every particular, I remember of 
going with this little wagon half a mile to 
where the bark had fallen from the •rails 
along a fence, and of gathering this bark 
and hauling it home to make a Hght every 
night that I might study or read. The 
Idea that a boy should have a candle by 
which to pursue his studies was not 
thought of 


"This handling of the bark was my own 


Idea, and my own venture entirely 
After 


•upper, or after the cooking utensils tad 
been removed from the big fireplace. I car- 
ried in my load of bark, and would put 
piece after piece on the coals, as needed, to 
make light for my reading 
I have al- 


ways felt a sympathy for W D. Howells, 
because his old father told me years ago 
that the man who is now the leading nov- 
elist in America was In the habit of doing 
much the same thing, and that the most of 
the reading and study that fitted Howells 
for his first work in literature was done 
by firelight 


"That was not more than forty or forty- 


five years ago, and yet in a good many 
houses in the farming regions of Ohio and 
Indiana, to say nothing of Illinois, com- 
paratively few candles were burned. There 
was, of course, at that time no kerosene 
or inexpensive oil for lamp. The lamp 
in common use was a shallow iron cup, 
with a pitcher sort of a mouth, into which 
was put lard or meat frying*, and a nar- 
row strip of cotton or linen cloth 
This 


typical lamp of the olden times was stuck 
in a crack between the logs, or hung on a 
nail, and if the lard was not too salty it 
gave a fair light, but for the purposes of

Th» Peculiar Interest Alw»y» Krlnowl 


by SohoUrm »nd Antiquarian! in the 
Sscrcd and Mjrrterlou* Nam* of God. 
The Pronunciation Lott. 
Once eaoh year, on the Day of Atone- 


ment, wh|le the Jewish temple at Jerusa- 
lem remained, the high priest was accna- 
tomed to pronounce upon the bowed ana 
awe stricken multitude of wqrshipew the 
blessing which contained the mysteri- 
ous name of God. On no other occasion, 
and from the lips of no other person, conld 
this name be spoken, and when the sacred 
city fell before the Roman Armies, and 
the temple itself was rased to the ground, 
tho ceremony likewise perished and the 
name woa lost. 
A peculiar interest in this extraordinary 


nams has always been evinced by scholars 
and antiquarians. There is something In 
the mystery that surrounds it, that ap- 
peals alike to the strict religionist and to 
the Investigator whose only motive la the 
desire to explore the region of the obsure, 


What was this name that conld not even 


be pronounced without blasphemy,, and 
which has In consequence passed away 
from the knowledge of mankind? 


As Is well known, the consonants of the 


name aro JHVH or YHVH; and since the 
time of tho Hebraist Golatinus toe popu- 
lar usaf-e has been to pronounce It Jeho- 
vah, following the example of that scholar. 
Yet no one believes this to be in any way 
correct, and the ingenuity «f hundreds of 
commentators has beon taxed w restore, 
the original vowels. Tho name Itself, 
however It was primarily pronounced, to 
one of marvelous antiquity. It Is derived 
from a verb, but was almost forgotten in 
the time of Moses, and Its origin is abso- 
lutely lost in tb* mists of an antiquity 
that makes the pyramids seem insuffer- 
ably modern. 


TOO SACRED TO BC SPOKSK. 


ft was tho essentially national name 


»lT«n to the Creator by the Jews—the 
name by which they thought of Him In 
tho privacy of their own Tiomes, in the 
presence of their own altars—too sacred to 
be spoken, save once each year, and by 
the lips of tho consecrated priest of the 
Must nigh. So hedged about was it with 
reverence that the Rftbbins did not even 
dare to write about It, but allude to it 
mysteriously as "The Name," or "The 
Name of Four Letters." in which the 
Samaritans likewise follow them. Yet, 
although It seems so wholly Jewish, *ome 
of the most singular coincidences are to bo 
found In the usage of other onelent 
languages. In the Chinese, some thou- 
sand yeai* before Christ, there are allu- 
sions to a "name of three mystical letters, 
"IHV " denoting that which none cau 
comprehend. Among the Phoenicians the 
name had equal reverence; the Greek 
writers speak of the "great name" which 
they Imperfectly give us IEUO or IAOj 
and an Inscription in the adytum by the 
temple of lsi» at the Egyptian Sals recalls 
the same dread tetragrammatlon. 
It 


would seem almost as though this were 
tho title by which primeval man was 
divinely taught to worship his creator. 


As lias been said, the name, so far as 


can be learned, has never been pro- 
nounced since Titus destroyed the temple 
at Jerusalem In A. D. 70. Whether be- 
fore that tlm« It was ever In any way 
fully committed to writing is qnfle un- 
known. Some of the rabbins who are un- 
able to deny that the recorded miracles of 
Christ ware actually wrought, declare 
that he accomplished them by accidentally 
giiialug possession of a parchment in 
which "The Name" was fully written, 
and which thus conferred upou Us owner 
extraordinary and supernatural powers.

According to this authority, tho produc- 
tion of paper, which at tho beginning of 
tho century was practically nothing in the 
United States, some time since amounted 
to 500,000 tons per annum, and this quan- 
tity In Jnst doubled In Europe— the value 
of the straw, rags and other materials used 
In the manufacture of the paper being 
atxnit $100,000,000. The value of all this 
paper, when manufactured, is estimated 
ut $200,000,000. The value of the steel 
pens annually produced, M Boutarel finds 
to bo not lass than $4,000,000.—New York 
Sun.

It IH snld that as this paste 


burdens' It swctla enough to fill all the In- 
terstices of tho rocfc and to render It wutsr 
tight.—English Mechanic.

Whether previously written or not, it 


must have been so recorded after Jerusa- 
lem fell, for we lenrn of Individuals who 
preserved the true pronunciation for many 
centuries. Josephus, In his "Antiquities," 
speaks of the name, but says that it would 
be unlawful for hlin to explain it. Tho 
Jewiuh Mishna speaks of a Jew named 
Koniznr who was aware of the eouud of 
the letters. In fact, as late as the year 
1650 the oriental Lonsden met a Jew at 
Amsterdam who professed to be able to 
otter Uiein correctly. 
His family, he 
said, had preserved the traditional pro- 
nunciation by means ^of writing. Lcus- 
den offered the man a large sum of money 
11 he would utter the word just once, and 
his offer was accepted; but shortly after, 
and before the payment had been made, 
BO great a terror seized upon him as to 
seal his Ups, nor could he be persuaded 
either by Uribe» or entreaties to perform 
his promise. 
The secret, therefore, must be regarded 


as wholly lout; nor, perhaps, would aspirlt 
ot reverence desire it to be discovered, 
though even the most orthodox Christians 
regard the Jewish feeling about the name 
as nothing better than a superstition. 
Whatever one may think, tho mystery 
that surrounds the whole subject appeals 
very Btrongly to the imagination, as is 
seen In tho melancholy end of a well 
known American scholar, who devoted his 
whole life to nn investigation of the name, 
and upon whose mind tho question wrought 
so strongly ns to produce insanity.' 


It may he of interest to gl7« the various 


pronuncintloua tlmtdllTerout scholars have 
considered the ni«-t. probable. Cappel 
would huve it Yahvoh; Furst, Yehevoh; 
Mercer, Ychveh, and Wright, Yahnvch; 
but perhaps the majority of Orientalists 
Incline to Ynhveh. In rending tlio Hebrew 
Scriptures the Jews themselves never pro- 
nouncu Hie word atoll, but substitute the 
ordinary Adonal, or "Lord."—Home Jour- 
nal.
